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On commit des tentes a armature generalement 
munies d'une ou piusieurs fenetres ou baies pano- 
ramiques protegees des intemperies par Tin volet 
muni ou non de joues coupe- vent relevables a 1'ex- 
terieur de la tente a Taide de mats exterieurs 
s'appuyant au sol ou a 1'aide d'un mat s'appuyant 
au sol. A certaines tentes on a en plus de la cabine 
dortoir et du living-room incorpore une cuisine 
dont le toit et les murs sont supportes par des mats 
ou un cadre s'appuyant au sol. Sur d'autres tentes, 
une partie des murs est relevee de maniere a per- 
mettre 1'adjonction d'annexes telles que : cabinet 
de toilette, cuisine, cbambre a coucber supplemen- 
taire dont le toit et les murs sont supportes par 
des mats ou un cadre s'appuyant au sol, sur d'au- 
tres tentes on a remplace les mats s'appuyant au 
sol par des mats plus courts s'appuyant a la toile. 
Ces tentes connues presentent de nombreux incon- 
venients et notamment les suivants : 

Les mats et cadres-supports augmentent sensi- 
blement le poids de i'ensemble; 

Les volets exterieurs, dans la plupart des cas 
doivent etre fermes journellement pour la nuit 
ou en cas de forte pluie d'ou des operations fre- 
quentes de montage et de demontage s'effectuant 
parfois alors que I'utilisateur est expose aux intem- 
peries; 

Les fenetres et baies etant incorporees a un mur 
souvent en plan oblique reliant le sol au cadre 
de I'armature, ce genre de fenetres ou baies n'aug- 
mente pas I'espace babitable du living-room; 

Dans le cas particulier des mats courts s'ap- 
puyant a la toile, il existe des possibilites d'etire- 
ment de celle-ci du fait de la pression exercee 
au point d'appui. Ce systeme manque de stabilite 
et de tenue au vent. 

La presente invention a pour but de remedier a 
ces inconvenients. EUe concerns a cet effet a titre 
de produit industriel nouveau, une tente caracte- 
risee, notamment, par ce que certains de ses ele- 
ments, tels que : fenetres, baies ou annexes, comme 
vesriaire, cabinet de toilette, sont supportes par 
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des supports incorpores a I'armature proprement 
dite, ces supports ne s'appuyant pas directement 
au sol, ou a la toile des murs et ne traversant pas 
ces murs, ce qui a notamment pour avantage de 
reduire le poids de I'ensemble et d'augmenter con- 
siderablement I'espace babitable. 

Suivant une caracteristique de l'invention les 
supports incorpores a I'armature sont fixes ou mo- 
biles. 

Suivant une autre caracteristique de l'invention 
les supports forment un toit et des joues aux baies 
et fenetres les protegeant des intemperies. 

L'invention s'etend egalement aux caracteristiques 
ci-apres decrites et a leurs diverses combinaisons 
possibles. 

Une tente conforme a l'invention est representee 
a titre d'exemple non limitatif sur les dessins ci- 
joints dans lesquels : 

La figure 1 represente une armature avec sup- 
port incorpore; 

La figure 2 represente une tente equipee d'une 
baie; 

La figure 3 represente 1'emplacement des sup- 
ports sur I'armature et la baie avant la resorption; 

La figure 4 represente comment la baie, son mur 
et ses joues sont nxee a I'armature au moment de 
la resorption. 

Une tente conforme a l'invention comporte 
(fig. 2) une armature 1 formant le toit et les 
pieds 2, et les supports 3, devant supporter la 
toile fixes a I'armature. 

La toile 4, au moment de sa pose sur I'arma- 
ture 1 (fig. 3 et 1) comporte en une seule piece 
un retrait 5, supportant la fenetre 6, qui vient 
se poser sur les supports 3. 

L'ensemble etant dans sa position d'utilisation 
(fig. 2), le mur supportant la fenetre 6, se met 
a la position verticale, la toile 4 forme sur les 
supports 3 un encadrement autour de cette fene- 
tre 6, comprenant un toit 7, et des joues 7 X et 7 2 , 
des cordeaux 8 relient le toit 7, au sol ce qui con- 
tribue a la tenue au vent de I'ensemble. Le mur 
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supportant la fenetre 6 est maintenu a I'interieur 
par des sandows. 

La figure 4, donne une meilleure description 
de lensemble : baies, murs et joues fixes a Tanna- 
ture au moment de la resorption. La tente ci- 
dessus decrite a titre d'exemple presente de nom- 
breux avantages et notamment : 

1° Reduction du poids et de Tencombrement : 
les supports' incorpores ou fixes a rarmature etant 
beaucoup plus courts que les mats de releve uti- 
lises habituellement; 

2° Augmentation du confort par reduction de 
montage et demontage. Les baies et fenetres etant 
en permanence protegees contre les intemperies 
par le toit et les joues aucun travail de montage 
et de demontage pour ouverture ou fermeture du 
volet de baie ne doit etre effectue pour la ferme- 
ture journaliere ou en cas de forte pluie, il suifit 
en effet de tirer le volet interieur sans sortir du 
living-room. Le campeur n'est done plus expose aux 
intemperies pendant les montages et demontages, 
d'ou augmentation du confort et accroissement de 
la commodite. 

3° Accroissement de Tespace habitable, les parois 
dans lesquelles sont incorporees les baies, sont en 
position verricale apres resorption alors que habi- 
tuellement ces parois dans les tentes connues mon- 
tent du sol et rejoignent en plan oblique le cadre 
de rarmature. Dya done augmentation de Tespace 
lihre pour une personne debout ou assise, le mux 
et la baie restant distants de Tarmature. 

4° La suppression des volets exterieurs babi- 
tuels relevables a 1'aide de mats, grace a un moyen 
nouveau de resorption vers 1'armature des joues 
et du mur dans lequd est incorpore soit une 
baie, soit une fenetre de ventilation de maniere a 
assurer une protection de celle-ci en ciel et later ale- 
ment par le toit et les joues. 

Dans le cas particulier des applications a des 



tentes collectives ou tehtes diverses a des usages 
milkaires, I'invention permet de camoufler plus 
facilement les tentes, elle dissimule aux vues 
aeriennes les fenetres en mica luisantes tres visibles 
par beau temps. Pour la nuit Tinvention permet une 
occultation rapide et complete des fenetres. 

Bien entendu I'invention n'est pas limitee a la 
tente ci-dessus decrite a titre d'exemple. II est 
bien evident que I'on pourra realiser d'autres 
modes ou d'autres formes de realisation sans pour 
cela sortir du cadre de I'invention. 

RESUME 

L'invention concerne notamment les caracteris- 
tiques suivantes et leurs diverses combinaisons pos- 
sibles : 

1° A titre de produit industriel nouveau, une 
tente caracterisee, notamment, par ce que certains 
de ses elements tels que : fenetres, baies ou annexes, 
comme vestiaire, cabinet de toilette, sont supportes 
par des supports incorpores a rarmature propre- 
ment dite, ces supports he s'appuyant pas direc- 
tement au sol, ou a la tofle des murs et ne tra- 
versant pas ces murs, ce qui a notamment pour 
avantage de reduire le poids de 1'ensemble et d'aug- 
menter considerablement Tespace habitable; 

2° Les supports incorpores a Tarmature sont fixes 
ou mobiles; 

3° Les supports fonnent un toit et des joues 
aux baies et fenetres les protegeant des intempe- 
ries; 

4° Les murs dans lesquels sont incorpores les 
baies et les fenetres sont a la verticale et ramenes 
vers Tinterieur par des s angles ou sandow.

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REINFORCED TENT 



Tents are known which have a frame equipped with one or a 
plurality of windows or panoramic bays that are protected from 
inclement weather by blinds that have wind-breaking side panels that 
can be raised on the outside of the tent with the aid of exterior posts 
on the ground or with the aid of one post supported on the ground. 
Certain types of tents are additionally equipped with a sleeping 
compartment and living room and a kitchen, the roof and walls of 
which are supported by posts or by a frame that rests on the ground. 
In other tents, one portion of the walls is raised in such a way as to 
allows additions to be installed such as a toilets, kitchens, and extra 
bedrooms, the roof and the walls of which are supported by posts or a 
frame resting on. the ground; and in other tends the posts resting on the 




ground were replaced with shorter posts that are supported by the 
cloth. These types of tents have numerous drawbacks such as the 
ones listed below: 

The posts and support frames significantly increase the weight 
of the unit. 

The outside blinds, in most cases, must be closed every day 
before nightfall or, in case of heavy rain, during which assembly and 
disassembly operations take place, the user is exposed to inclement 
weather. 

With windows and bays being frequently incorporated into a 
wall at an oblique plane that connects the ground to a frame, these 
types of windows and bays do not increase the living space of the 
living room. 

Especially in the case in which short posts support the cloth, 
there is the possibility of the posts becoming dislodged from the cloth 
as a result of the pressure exerted on the point of support. This system 
lacks the stability and the strength to withstand wind. 

It is the object of the present invention to correct these 
drawbacks. To this end, the invention relates to a novel industrial 
product which is characterized primarily in that certain elements such 



as windows, bays, and additions, such a closet or a toilet are supported 
by supports that are incorporated into the frame, properly speaking, 
with the supports not resting directly on the ground or on the cloth of 
the walls and not passing through these walls; this has the advantage 
of reducing the weight of the entire unit and to increase the living 
space significantly. 

In accordance with another characteristic of the invention, the 
supports form a roof, and the side panels of the bays and windows 
protect them from inclement weather. 

The invention also extends to the characteristics below and the 
different combinations thereof. 

A non-limiting exemplary embodiment of the invention is 
described below and illustrated in the drawing in which: 

Figure 1 is a view of a frame with incorporated support; 

Figure 2 is a view of a tent equipped with a bay; 

Figure 3 is a view of the location of the supports on the fame 
and the bay prior to retraction. 

Figure 4 illustrates how the bay, the wall and the side panels are 
attached to the frame at the moment of retraction. 




The tent according to the invention (Fig. 2) comprises a frame 
which forms the roof, the feet 2, and the supports 3, which must 
support the cloth attached to the frame. 

The cloth 4 at the moment at which it is placed on the frame 1 
(Figs. 3 and 1) comprises a one-piece recess 5 which supports the 
window 6 that rests on the supports 3. 

The entire unit is illustrated in the position of use (Fig. 2); the 
wall supporting the window 6 is in the vertical position; the cloth 4 on 
supports 3 forms a frame around this window 6 and comprises a roof 
7 with the side panels 1\ and 7 2; ropes 8 that connect the roof 7 to the 
ground and contribute to the support of the entire unit during windy 
conditions. The wall that supports the window 6 is held in place on 
the inside by bungee cords. 

Figure 4 provides a better description of the entire unit which 
includes, bays, walls, and side panels affixed to the frame at the 
moment the tent is retracted. The tent illustrated below has numerous 
advantages, notably: 

1 . Reduction in weight and size: the supports are either 
incorporated or attached to the frame and are much shorter than the 
raised posts that are usually employed; 
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2. Increased comfort due to the easier assembly and 
disassembly. The bays and windows are permanently protected from 
inclement weather by the roof and the side panels, and no assembly 
and disassembly are required to open or close the blinds on the bay, 
nor is it necessary to close them daily; in the case of heavy rain it 
suffices, in effect to pull the inside blind without leaving the living 
room. 

3. Increase in living space, with the walls incorporating the 
bays being in the vertical position after retraction while the walls in 
conventional tents are mounted on the ground and join the supporting 
frame in an oblique plane. As a result, there is increased space for a 
person to stand or sit, with the wall and the bay remaining at a 
distance from the supporting frame. 

4. The elimination of exterior blinds, which are usually raised 
with the aid of posts, owing to a novel means of retraction of the side 
panels toward the frame of the side panels and the wall into which 
either a bay or a ventilation window are incorporated in such a way as 
to ensure protection of the latter vis-a-vis the sky and on the side by 
the roof and the side panels. 
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In this particular case, the invention can be applied to collective 
tents or tents for different military usages. It allows tents to be easier 
camouflaged because lustrous mica windows which are very easily 
visible from the air in good weather can be disguised. 

It will be understood that the invention is not limited to the tent 
described above. It is apparent that other modifications and other 
embodiments can be realized without departing from he scope of the 
invention. 

CLAIMS 

The invention relates especially to the characteristics below and 
different combinations there of: 

1 . As novel industrial product, a tent, primarily characterized in 
that certain elements such as windows, bays or additions such as a 
close space, or a toilet, are supported by supports that are incorporated 
into the supporting frame, properly speaking, with said supports not 
resting directly on the ground or against the cloth of the walls and not 
passing through said walls; this has the primary advantage of reducing 
the weight of the entire unit and of increasing the living space 
significantly. 
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2. The support which are incorporate into the supporting frame 
are either fixed or movable. 

3. The supports form a roof, and the side panels of the bays and 
windows protect said supports from inclement weather. 

4. The walls into which the bays and windows are incorporated 
are vertical and pulled back toward the inside by straps or bungee 
cords.
